On January I, 1942. tw enty-six G overnm ents signed 
the D eclaration of the United N ations. They pledged sup­ 
port to the principles of the Atlantic C harter of International 
Freedom . 
They pledged their full resources —m ilitary and 
econ om ic 
against those Axis nations w ith which they weie 
( 
a t war. The pledged never to sign a separate arm istice or 
peace w ith the enemy. 


Each year, on Ju n e 14, the people of this com m unity 
have observed Flag Day as a symbol of our allegiance to 
the ideals of our country. But, in this year of all-out w ar 
against tyranny, our allegiance is entw ined with loyalty to 
all who battle alongside us. wherever they m ay be. As we 
have united in the past to build a m ighty America out of 
pioneers who came here from m any lands, so today we 
join w ith U nited N ations on every continent to fight for 
the age-old hum an ideal of freedom. 
We m ay differ w ith

Agent Says To 
Dread Sfceep

It la high time that everyone 
who has sheep or goats were 
drenching for Internal parasites. 
We are having an abundance 
of moisture at this time, and 
grass Is green, and in pastures 
where sheep have been grazing 
for a period of time without ro­ 
tating there is no doubt, but what 
there will be plenty worms. 


The best thiug to do is drench 
for worms before they become ; 
adults, so as to get a higher per­ 
cent kill. 
A good time to start drenchinu 1 
sheep is about May 15 to June 1 j 
owing to the condition ol 
the 
sheep 
and 
range. 
You 
should 
drench sheep regularly during the 
late spring and summer months 
with a reliable drench to combat 
stomach worm infestation. If the 
old adage "get the worms before 
the worms get the sheep 
is fol­ 
lowed faithfully there is no ques­ 
tion that these anim als can be 
kept in good condition. Regular 
drenching means at intervals of 
18 to 21 days until you think oyu 
have the worms pretty well under 
control. If the stomach worms 
are cleaned out thoroughly at the 
beginning of the summer, stom ­ 
ach worm infestation can be kept 
a t 
the 
absolute 
minimum 
b y , 
regular use of cheaper treatm ents. 
However I believe it is essential | 
to use the best drench you can 
use for one October drenching 
in order to kill off the stomach 
worms and give the animals a 
chance to go ahead and raise a 
lamb or kid without having to j 
raise a crop of stomach worms a t :
